To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Seventy  Six  Thousand  Dollars  ($76,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing and  renovating  the  Jeanette  and  Real  Theroux  property  on 
Parker  Road  for  a  Town  Garage  and  for  proposed  renovations  to  the

SELECn-iENS  REPORT 


The  year  1982  has  certainly  been  a  year  of  many  trials  and  tribulations.  The 
problems  never  cease  to  arise  and  with  the  economy  the  way  it  is,  seems  to 
multiply  the  problems  many  times  over. 

Carl  larlson  did  not  choose  to  run  in  1982  for  another  term  as  Selectman. 
Carl  was  a  great  asset  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  his  knowledge  and 
ability.  Kr.  Ovila  Ledoux  replaced  Carl  on  the  Board.  Due  to  his  long 
illness  aind  subsequent  death,  the  time  he  was  able  to  serve  as  Selectman 
was  short.  Upon  his  death,  the  Selectmen  appointed  Ronald  Sheehan  to  fill  out 
the  year,  until  March  1983,  when  the  remainder  of  the  term  would  be  filled 
by  the  voters. 

In  t'.arch  I982  a  new  Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector  was  voted  in,  Pia  Kelly. 
This  position  is  one  where  there  is  a  great  deal  to  be  learned  and  one 
where  efficiency  in  record  keeping  is  of  utmost  importance.   Gail  Cormier, 
the  former  Town  Clerk  -  Tax  Collector  was  appointed  as  Deputy  to  Pia,  to 
assist  her  in  the  learning  process  of  the  position.  Gail  was  paid  $300.00 
for  this  service,  which  was  a  token  ajnount  for  the  amount  of  time  during 
the  past  year  that  she  spent  in  assisting  Pia.  Gail  resigned  the  position 
of  Deputy  this  past  month.   Without  a  Deputy  Town  Clerk  -  Tax  Collector, 
the  office  will  have  to  be  closed  when  Pia  is  out  because  of  illness,  vaca- 
tion or  to  attend  meetings  pertaining  to  her  position. 

The  Selectmens  secretairy  Candace  Black  resigned.   The  position  was  advertised 
and  three  applications  were  received.  One  applicant  would  not  have  been  avail- 
able the  days  and  hours  that  the  office  is  openned  and  another  applicant  found 
employment  elsewhere.  Therefore,  tirs.  Gloria  Killer  was  hired  for  the  position, 
the  third  applicant.  A  backlog  of  work  had  accumulated  in  the  office  and  it 
was  that  time  of  the  year  that  Tax  Rates  had  to  be  compiled. 

The  position  of  Selectmens  Administrator  was  advertised  with  only  two  inquiries. 
No  one  made  a  formal  application  for  the  position.   In  the  meantime,  SelectmaJi 
Dorothy  O'Brien  has  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  the  position,  until  such 
time  as  a  permanent  Administrator  is  hired. 

John  Harney,  the  Chief  of  Police  resigned  the  position  as  of  Kaxch  6th,  I982. 
The  Selectmen  advertised  the  position  and  with  professional  advisors,  inter- 
viewed the  various  applicants.  The  Board  was  unamious  in  their  decision  to 
hire  Robert  J.  Killer  for  the  position.   He  reported  for  work  on  riay  9,  1982. 

The  Selectmen  changed  Insurance  Agents  to  Davis  and  Towle.  In  changing,  the 
Board  was  able  to  get  better  coverage  plus  additional  coverage  for  the  areas 
where  the  Town  had  little  or  no  insurance  and  still  realized  a  savings. 

The  Fire  Department  received  donations  from  Bretton  Woods  and  the  Smith  Ingerson 
American  Legion  Post. 

The  Zoning  Laws  were  amended  at  the  March  I982  Town  Meeting.   It  is  strongly 
recommended  that  each  property  owner  familiarize  themselves  with  these  Ordinances. 
Building  Frrmits  are  required  for  miny  things  and  property  owners  are  responsi- 
ble to  file  one  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  when  one  is  required. 

The  new  furnace  in  thn  Toim  li.-Jl  was  inntallpd,  ceilings  were  lowered  and 
insulated.   Combination  Windows  were  installed  on  the  South  side  of  the  Gym. 
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The  windows  on  the  North  side  of  the  gym  were  r-losed  off  in  such  a  way  that  in 
the  summer  time,  they  could  be  openned  for  ventilation,  but  closed  in  during 
the  Winter  months  to  conserve  heat.  The  caifeteria  will  be  repainted  and  papered. 
The  floor  in  the  gymnasium  was  completely  done  over. 

The  microfilming  of  the  Town  Records  is  another  Carry  Over  as  there  wasn't 
ample  time  to  assemble  the  records.   If  all  goes  well,  this  will  be  a  project 
for  this  Spring,  when  hopefully  things  will  slow  down. 

The  Town  of  Carroll  through  the  States  ..edistricting  are  now  represented  in 
Concord  by  Mr.  Otto  Olesen  and  I'ir.  Leonard  Guay  of  Gorham.  The  Selectmen  have 
met  with  them  on  several  occasions  as  well  as  with  Raymond  Burton  our  represen- 
tative to  the  Governor's  Council. 

The  new  Bookeeping  System  was  purchased  and  put  into  effect.   It  has  added  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  record  keeping  as  well  as  saves  a  great  deal  of  time.   It 
also  allows  information  to  be  more  readily  accessable.   For  those  of  us  who 
work  in  the  office,  it  was  money  well  spent. 

Frank  Caruso,  Pat  Kelly  and  Selectman  O'Brien  spent  a  day  in  Berlin  for  the 
suit  against  the  Board  of  Adjustment  by  Recreama.  The  case  was  not  heajrd  and 
a  new  trial  date  has  not  been  set.      '•. 

Solid  Waste  has  become  quite  an  issue  regarding  the  formation  of  Districts.   It 
is  the  feeling  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  we  should  be  left  alone  on  our  own. 
Presently  we  have  the  area  and  capacity  for  our  own  Town's  needs  for  many  years 
to  come.   New  Rules  and  Regulations  are  being  proposed  by  the  State  of  New  Hajnpshi 
and  how  they  will  effect  the  operation  of  the  Landfill  and  the  cost  is  unknown. 
Doug  Grella  of  Gordon  Aimsworth  Associates  is  working  with  the  Selectmen  on  their 
Appeal  to  the  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste  and  will  be  in  Concrd  on  haxch  4,  I983  regaxd- 
ing  the  matter. 

The  new  Water  Line  was  installed  on  Route  302  West  from  the  State  Police  Barracks 
to  Sky  View  Cabins.  The  installation  cost  less  than  anticipated  and  solved  the 
problem . 

The  Selectmen  have  entered  into  an  agreement  to  have  the  Recreation  Area  woodlot 
cut.  The  County  Forester  marked  the  trees  to  be  cut  in  this  selective  cutting 
so  that  the  other  timber  can  grow  to  its  full  potential.   The  contractor  has 
agreed  that  the  town  residents  would  have  first  priority  for  the  wood  sold  for 
firewood.  Contact  their  representative,  John  Foster,  if  you  are  interested. 

At  long  last  the  Communication  System  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works  was 
purchased.  The  1  3e  unit  is  located  at  Fosters  Crossroad  Sports.  Additional 
cry  '  lis  are  lorthcoming  so  that  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  will  be  con- 
nected to  the  same  frequency. 

Iir.  Joseph  Florick  is  the  new  Landfill  Attendant. 

With  the  addition  of  all  the  new  roads  voted  in  by  the  voters  over  the  last  coupl 
of  years  has  made  it  necessary  for  the  Town  Highway  Department  to  request  a 
Rock  ake  and  Grader  Blade  to  maintain  these  dirt  roads.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
did  not  accept  emick  Lane  from  Bretton  Woods  Corporation  because  of  the  railroau: 
crossing.  The  crossing  presented  many  legal  problems  and  cost  that  were  not 
known  at  the  time  of  the  Town  heeting  Vote.  I'lr.  Cormier,  the  -oad  Agent  was 
able  to  obtain  for  the  Town  at  no  cost  a  used  plow  for  the  Highway  Department, 
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which  was  installed  on  the  Red  Highway  Truck.   With  the  addition  of  all  the  new 
roads  to  be  winter  maintained,  it  becomes  necessary  at  times  to  have  the  two  trucks 
cut  to  keep  up  with  the  storm. 

There  was  a  very  poor  turnout  of  voters  from  Carroll  at  the  Annual  School  District 
Meeting.  When  you  think  that  the  School  spends  over  6r''^  of  your  taxes,  it  is 
hard  to  understand  the  apathy  of  the  voters.  Over  the  past  four  years,  the 
Town's  share  of  the  Tax  hate  has  only  increased  Q%   while  the  School  has  increased 

by  35fo. 

Because  of  abuse  and  neglect  of  the  tal.les  and  chairs  in  the  Town  Hall,  it  became 
necessary  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  prohibit  the  removal  of  the  tables  and 
chairs  from  the  Town  Hall.  Many  persons  have  made  use  of  the  Town  Buildings 
facilities.   Please  note  that  if  you  wish  to  use  either  the  cafeteria  or  gym 
to  make  a  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.   It  must  be  known  as  to  who  is  respon- 
sible for  any  damage  that  may  occur  through  the  use.  Also  to  obtain  the  necessary 
keys,  they  may  be  obtained  at  the  Selectmen's  office,  don't  expect  someone  to  run 
over  at  night  or  on  a  weekend  to  open  up  or  lock  up  the  building  for  you.  Again 
we  would  like  to  remind  you  that  no  person  under  18  yeaxs  of  age  is  allowed 
to  use  the  Town  Hall  without  adult  supervision. 

A  sum  of  money  has  been  placed  in  the  budget  this  year  under  Town  Buildings 
maintenance  to  replace  the  stairs  at  the  Bandstand.   The  weather  has  really 
made  them  unsafe.  The  Boajrd  is  looking  at  the  cost  of  either  specially  treated 
wood  or  metal  stairs.   It  is  hoped  that  this  project  can  be  completed  by 
Kemorial  Day. 

Cherry  Mountain  Reservoir  received  extensive  work  on  the  Dam  this  past  summer. 
Conditions  were  such  that  to  wait,  would  only  have  put  the  system  in  jeopardy. 

Upon  the  death  of  Mrs.  Thompson,  the  Boston  Post  Cane  was  presented  to 
Mrs.  Alice  Monahan,  the  oldest  living  resident  of  the  Town  of  Carroll.   In  1909 
the  Boston  Post  destributed  Fold  Headed  Canes  to  ^31  ^'ew  England  towns.  The 
canes  were  passed  on  from  one  male  citizen  to  the  next  until  1930 i  when  women 
begaji  insisting  they  too  were  citizens  and  the  publisher  of  the  Boston  Post 
announced  women  could  be  holders  of  the  cane.   Thence  began  the  present  tradi- 
tion.  In  i960  only  I5  canes  could  be  accounted  for  in  the  New  England  Area. 
Mrs.  Alice  Monahan  was  born  on  ^iay  11,  1893  in  Broughton,  Quebec.  She  married 
Frank  Monahan  on  February  3i  1913  and  moved  to  Twin  Mountain  in  I916.   Her 
husband  passed  away  on  October  3.  1959.   They  had  9  children,  3  of  which  ajre 
deceased.  There  are  33  grandchildren  and  22  great  grandchildren. 

Civil  Defense  Director  Ewart  Balcom  arranged  a  meeting  of  all  Department 
Heads  with  the  State  Office  of  Civil  Defense  on  Crises  Relocation.   Ewart 
has  attended  many  meetings  in  Concord  on  Civil  Defense  and  is  now  in  the 
process  of  trying  to  obtain  surplus  materials  for  the  town's  use. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  will  be  reviewing  the  Water  Rates  and  it  is  hoped  that 
a  more  realistic  and  equitable  system  for  charges  will  be  arrived  at. 

The  Town  paid  off  two  long  term  notes  this  year,  one  was  for  the  Landfill  and 
the  other  was  for  a  Water  Line.  As  of  this  year  we  only  have  one  long  term 
note  outstanding  for  the  Route  3  Water  Line. 
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Many  people  do  not  realize  that  besides  appropriations  and  receipts,  there  is 
another  factor  which  effects  your  Tajc  ate.  Exemptions  allowed  under  State  Law 
and  by  a  vote  of  the  Town  can  add  to  the  rate.  At  the  present  time  the  Town 
has  Blind,  Elderly,  Solar,  Current  Use  and  Veterans  Exemptions.  This  ajnounts  to 
$39,164.67.  The  greatest  portion  of  this  amount  is  with  Current  Use.  Based  on 
the  1982  equalized  valuation,  these  exemptions  cost  $  .20  per  thousand  of  your 
tax  rate. 

Water  Bills,  starting  January  1,  I983  axe  now  collected  by  the  Selectmens  office. 
They  also  will  be  billed  by  the  Selectmens  office  in  the  future,  they  are  no 
longer  handled  through  the  Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collectors  office. 

The  Selectmen's  office  hours  axe   Monday  through  Thursday  from  10:00  A.M.  to 
3:00  P.K.  and  the  Selectmen  meet  every  Monday  night,  except  on  Holidays.  If 
you  wish  to  discuss  a  subject  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  please  call  the 
office  and  it  will  be  put  on  the  agenda  and  a  time  will  be  given  to  you  to  come 
so  that  you  do  not  have  to  wait  while  other  business  is  being  discussed.  The 
Selectmen  do  have  meetings  with  people  that  have  to  travel  a  great  distance  and 
it  is  only  fair  that  these  people  are  able  to  meet  with  the  Board  at  the  pre- 
arrajiged  time. 

The  Landfill  is  openned  on  Monday  and  Saturdays  from  11:00  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M.. 
From  the  middle  of  May  to  the  middle  of  October  an  additional  day,'  Thursday  is 
added.  Hours  on  Thursdays  are  from  1:00  P.M.  to  7:00  P.M..  When  a  Holiday 
falls  on  a  day  that  the  Landfill  is  supposed  to  be  openned,  like  Monday  ajid 
Thursdays,  than  the  Landfill  will  be  openned  the  following  day,  Tuesday  or 
Friday,  when  the  Holiday  falls  on  a  Saturday,  than  the  Lajidfill  will  be 
openned  the  day  before  on  a  Friday. 

Questions  have  come  up  regarding  certain  appropriations  and  expenditures.  Most 
receipts  are  used  to  offset  the  expenditures  in  general,  but  there  are  certain 
revenues  that  must  be  applied  against  certain  appropriations  and  unspent  portions 
must  be  carried  over  to  the  following  year  or  returned  to  the  Fund  which  supplies 
the  revenue.  Highway  Subsidy  must  be  spent  on  the  Highway  Department  for  road 
maintenance.  Additional  Highway  Subsidy  must  be  spent  on  the  Highway  Department 
for  road  improvements.  These  monies  are  included  within  the  Highway  Budget. 
I'^.onies  received  from  Water  Hents  and  Water  Department  Income,  caji  only  be  spent 
on  Water  expenses,  that  is  why  any  monies  not  spent  on  the  operation  of  the 
Water  system  is  applied  to  the  Water  Notes  that  are  outstanding.   Clerk  Collector 
Fees  collected  must  be  paid  to  the  Town  Clerk-Tcix  Collector.  Monies  received 
from  the  N.H.  Aeronautics  Commission  can  only  be  spent  on  the  Airport,  unexpended 
monies  caji  be  caxried  over  for  Airport  purposes  only,  if  not  spent  than  these  fund 
must  be  returned  to  the  State  of  N.H..  Monies  collected  from  the  licencing  of 
Dogs  must  be  used  to  offset  Dog  Cost,  but  in  this  case,  unexpended  monies  can  go 
to  the  General  Fund,  Why  do  we  raise  and  appropriate  these  monies  when  in  fact 
the  money  is  received  for  that  purpose?  The  answer  is  simple.  It  is  necessary 
that  the  Voters  approve  to  expend  these  monies.  Strange  as  it  may  seem,  the 
Selectmen  can  apply  ajid  receive  these  funds,  but  must  have  voter  approval  to 
expend  them  in  the  axea  in  which  they  are  designated  for  in  the  :.S.A.'s. 

To  those  who  serve  this  Town,  elected  officials,  employees  and  the  majiy  committee 
members,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  wishes  to  express  their  appreciation.  It  takes 
hours  of  dedication  for  the  Town  to  llinction  as  a  responsible  governing  municipaJ.i 
There  are  still  positionf3  openned  on  the  Plannin,"-  Board  and  Board  of  Adjustment 
for  those  willing  to  serve.  The  Selectmens  office  is  there  to  serve  you  and  to 
answer  your  questions  and  to  assist  you  in  any  manner  they  can.   Under  the  .iight 
to  Know  Law  most  town  records  are  available  for  your  inspection.  Please  do  not 
hesitate  to  exercise  that  Right.

This  is  my  first  report  to  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Carroll 
from  our  Police  Department. 

Before  getting  down  to  business,  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  the  people  of  Carroll  for  all  their  help 
in  making  my  transition,  and  that  of  my  family,  to  a  new  Town 
much  easier. 

Now,  back  to  business.   This  report  is  a  summation  of  my  em- 
ployment as  Chief  of  Police  for  1982  which  for  me,  began  on 
May  9th. 

I  would  first  like  to  introduce  you  to  the  members  of  our 
Police  Department.   They  are:  Sgt.  William  Roy,  Officers 
Raymond  Chaput,  Thomas  Gauld,  Patrick  Kelly,  Frank  Rohan  and 
Matron,  Patricia  Martin, 

All  of  the  above  Officers  of  the  Department  are  certified  Police 
Officers  and  have  attended  Police  Training  Academies  through- 
out the  State.   All  the  men  have  a  working  knowledge  in  the 
Police  Profession,  and  ^11  have  been  trained  and  certified  in 
First  Aid  and  C.P.R.  and  have  qualified  in  the  use  of  firearms. 
These  men  have  received  their  certification  through  the  New 
Hampshire  Police  Standards  and  Training  Council.   All  of  the 
above  training  was  completed  with  little  or  no  cost  to  the  Town 
since  the  men  went  through  this  on  their  own  time. 

Our  Police  Department  is  one  to  be  proud  of,  and  the  members 
of  this  Department  are  second  to  none.   We  have  one  of  the 
finest  Police  Departments  in  the  North  Country, 

The  Carroll  i'olice  Depart  rnent  han  onp  full-time  Chief  and 

five  part-time' Off icers.   I  would  like  to  stress  that  the  part- 
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time  Officers  do  not  work  full-time  for  the  Police  Department. 
;^ach  man  has  other  full-time  employment. 

For  the  eight  months  that  this  report  covers,  you  will  see  a 
complete  break-down  of  the  different  calls  received  during 
these  eight  months.   I  feel  that  this  report  is  a  good  way  to 
show  the  people  of  Carroll  the  activities  of  the  Town  and  the 
Police  Department. 

There  is  one  comment  that  I  would  like  to  make  at  t:  Ls  time. 
I  would  like  to  ask  the  people  of  Carroll  for  their  assistance 
by  reporting  promptly  any  crime  or  suspicious  activity  that 
they  may  see  to  this  Police  Department  at  846-2200.   It  is  through 
this  assistance  that  we  help  each  other  and  our  neighbor. 

One  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  good  Police  work  is  Grime 
Prevention,  Most  crimes  are  committed  due  the  fact  that  an 
opportunity  existed.   The  job  of  any  good  Police  Department  is 
to  narrow  down  the  opportunity  for  this  type  of  crime.   I  am 
not  saying  that  this  Department  can  eliminate  an  opportunity, 
but  I  know  that  we  can  reduce  the  chance.   I  am  confident  that 
if  this  Town  utilizes  the  manpower  that  we  now  have,  and  sets 
up  the  proper  Patrols,  then  we  will  have  the  Crime  Prevention. 

This  upcoming  year  I  hope  will  be  a  safe  and  prosperous  one 
for  us  all.   In  1983  the  Police  Department  will  continue  in 
it's  effort  to  provide  the  protection  this  Town  deserves.   We 
will  also  continue  to  provide  building  checks  to  any  resident 
who  plans  to  shut-down  for  the  Season,  or  go  on  vacation.   Just 
inform  the  Police  Department  and  we  will  keep  an  eye  on  your 
property.   We  will  also  provide  an  escort  to  any  business 
people  in  Town  who  require  an  escort  in  making  Bank  deposits. 

If  at  any  time  any  member  of  this  Community  has  any  questions 
about  the  operations  of  this  Police  Department,  please  feel  free 
to  contact  me  at  any  time.   It  is  through  this  openness  that 
we  may  better  understand  each  other. 
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I  would  like  to  personally  thank  Chuck  Jellison  for  all  the  assis- 
tance he  gave  me  during  the  past  year,  and  also  Gene  Cormier,  Gary 
Whitcomb  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,'  With  your  co-operation  you 
made  my  job  a  little  easier.   I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  people 
of  the  Town  of  Carroll  for  any  efforts  that  they  have  made  in  help- 
ing me  to  better  serve  this  Community,

Smoke  detectors  give  an  early  warning  of  a  problem  and  can  save  lives  and  prop- 
erty.  One  house  fire  that  we  responded  to  this  year  was  detected  in  the  early 
stages  by  a  smoke  detector  and  saved  a  multi-family  dwelling  and  approximately 
six  persons  lives.   If  you  don't  have  at  least  one  smoke  detector,  go  and  buy 
one  and  do  it  now. 

The  Legislature  passed  a  law  that  enables  people  to  use  \invented  space  heaters 
in  single  family  dwellings.   A  permit  for  this  use  is  mandatory  however. 
Caution  must  be  used  with  these  units.   In  a  tight  area  they  consume  the  oxygen 
from  the  air  to  aid  combustion,  as  a  resiilt  of  this,  the  air  that  a  person 
breathes  has  some  oxygen  removed  from  it.   Do  not  dry   clothing,  etc.  on  top  of 
these  heaters  or  get  them  to  close  to  combustible  materials.   Be  very  careful 
when  filling  or  refilling  with  fuel,  a  spill  could  cause  a  fire.  Fire  exting- 
uishers and  smoke  detectors  are  very  strongly  recommended  items  around  these 
\uiits  also. 

Our  fire  department  responded  to  aid  one  of  our  neighboring  towns  diiring  a 
house  fire  in  a  heat  spell  during  this  past  summer.   The  temperature  was  very- 
high  and  the  humidity  high  also.  As  a  result  of  the  heat  and  humidity,  fire- 
fighters working  with  protective  gear  on,  began  dropping  like  flies  from  exhaus- 
tion.  It  became  necessary  to  call  for  more  mutual  aid  help.

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AIRPORT  REPORT 

What  is  an  Airporf  We  like  to  think  of  it  as  another  road  comine  into  Town. 
Another  way  of  attracting  the  Tourist  that  flies,  business  men  to  meet  with  a 
client,  a  relative  or  friend  of  the  area  residents  to  drop  in  for  a  visit  and 
many  many  other  uses.   An  Airport  is  there  to  serve  the  community. 

Airports  just  don't  happen.    They  take  a  lot  of  planning,  dedication  emd  re- 
quires a  lot  of  work  to  keep  the  facility  safe  for  those  who  use  it  and  attrac- 
tive to  the  public.  We  believe  that  the  Twin  Mountain  Airport  is  a  fine  example 
of  such  a  facility. 

Airports  were  the  first  to  feel  the  blunt  of  the  cut-backs  in  State  and  Federal 
monies.  Even  though  the  fuel  used  by  the  general  avaiation  aircraft  is  paying 
a  rreat  deal  more  in  state  and  federal  taxes  than  the  automobile,  small  airports 
don't  seem  to  get  the  recognition  from  the  public  on  realizing  their  needs.   In 
spite  of  thig,  we  in  general  aviation  shall  survive. 

At  one  time  the  total  appropriation  for  the  Airport  was  entirely  funded  by  the 
State  of  New  Haunpshire,  last  yeaj-  saw  a  chan^ie.  Of  the  $1,800.00  appropriated, 
the  sum  of  $951«92  was  received  from  the  State  to  assist  in  the  operation  of 
the  facility.  The  Airport  pays  a  Water  Bill  of  $56.95  and  $952.00  in  tjixes  on 
the  hangars  and  the  land  used  for  the  hangars,  tie-downs  and  parking  area. 

The  aunount  that  comes  back  to  the  town  indirectly  is  difficult  to  estimate.  The 
motels  rooms  that  are  rented,  camp  fTrounds  that  are  used,  meals  served  in  restau- 
rants, groceries  bought  at  the  local  stores.  Lifts  purchased  at  local  shops  and 
local  garages  that  service  the  cars  owned  by  pilots  who  leave  a  vehicle  at  the 
airport  for  transportation,  all  receive  business  from  the  airport  being  here. 

The  N.H.  State  Police,  State  Highway  Department,  Telephone  Company,  Public  Service, 
Twin  Kountain  Sand  and  Gravel  and  the  Appalachian  Mountain  Club  are  but  a  few 
that  use  the  Airport  on  a  continuous  bases.  Fire  Patrol  for  the  northern  part 
of  the  State  has  its  base  of  operation  at  the  Twin  Mountain  Airport. 

Santa  Claus  is  an  annual  visitor  to  the  Airport.  He  arrives  from  the  North  Pol6 
the  Sunday  after  Thanksgiving  via  Joe's  Piper  Cherokee  6. 

Local  pilots  base  their  airplanes  at  the  Airport.   Presently  we  have  eight  air- 
craft either  in  hangars  or  tied  down. 

How  is  the  $1,800.00  spent  at  the  airport?   It  is  spent  on  gasoline  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  snow  removal  equipment,  for  cold  patch  to  repair  the  runway  surface, 
and  it  is  hoped  when  more  funds  are  available  that  a  seal  coat  can  be  put  on 
the  runway  surface.  Never  is  there  a  charge  of  labor  for  performing  this  work. 
The  runway  is  plowed  2700'  long  and  100'  wide  and  the  taxiway  is  plowed  500' 
long  and  100*  wide.  The  sum  of  $1,800.00  gets  a  lot  of  milecige  out  of  it. 
The  Airport  has  runway  lights,  by  request  only.  The  State  of  New  Heunpshire 
supplies  the  Airport  with  the  windsocks,  an  altimeter  and  the  Unicom  Radio  for 
air  to  ground  comaunication.  The  Airport  is  located  at  the  end  of  Airport  Road, 
off  oute  3  on  land  owned  by  Joseph  &  Dorothy  O'Brien  and  Ruth  and  Joseph  Blaggie.. 
The  land  used  for  the  runway  and  taxiway  is  leased  to  the  Town  of  Carroll  for  $1.00. 
The  view  on  a  clear  day  is  stupendous,  not  only  from  sun   airplane  but  on  the  ground 
and  it  is  a  favorite  spot  for  a  picnic  or  just  to  sit  and  watch.

Forest   fire  prevention,  our  business,   your  business,   good 
business!     This  slogan  has   been  the  motto  of   the  N.H.    Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands,    Forest   Fire  Service  since   1909  when   the   fl->t 
forest   fire   laws  were  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

These   laws   set    in  place  a  cooperative   forest   fire  protection 
program  of  State  and   local    forest   fire  personnel    that   has.    In   the 
past   75  years,   established  New  Hampshire  as  a   leader   In   forest   fire 
prevention  and  control.      Our  annual    acreage   loss   to  forest   fires  of 
one- ha I f  acre  per  fire   is  the  best    in   the  nation.     This   fire  record 
has  come  about   through   the  cooperative  efforts  of  our  state/town 
forest   fire  protection  program.      The  state  provides  detection  of 
fires,    training   for   local    forest   fire  wardens,    low  cost   forest   fire 
suppression  equipment   to   local    fire  departments,   and  technical 
advice  at   tiie   fire  ground.      Local    governments   provide   the  volunteer 
fire   fighters  who  are  appointed  as  wardens   and  deputy  wardens  and 
who  respond  quickly   to  suppress   reported   forest   fires. 

This   program  has    resulted   in  a  steady  decline    In  annual 
acres   lost   to  forest    fires   since    1910  when   the  average   fire 
burned   33  acres  compared   to  the  modern  day   loss  of  one- ha I f  acre 
per  fire. 

Only  by   the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and 
our  entire  citizenry  can   this   record  be  maintained.

Dear  Chairman: 

I  am  submitting  this  letter  to  initiate  our  annual  request  to  be  included 
on  your  1983  Town  Warrant.  The  request  of  $970.50  is  based  upon  a  $1.50 
per  capita  charge  (according  to  the  1980  census  report).  Recognizing  that 
the  development  of  your  town  budget  is  a  long  and  difficult  process,  I 
hope  this  request  provides  you  with  sufficient  notice.  We  would  appreciate 
your  notifying  us  about  the  date  and  location  of  your  budget  hearings. 
Hopefully,  we  will  be  able  to  have  a  representative  available  to  discuss 
any  issues  you  might  have  regarding  our  request. 

I  am  certain  that  you  have  a  great  number  of  concerns  as  you  begin  this 
new  fiscal  year.  There  are  few  doubts  in  my  mind  about  your  increased 
responsibilities  with  the  reduction  in  support  at  both  the  federal  and 
state  level.  I  can  assure  you  that  we  also  feel  a  great  deal  of  pressure. 
You  probably  hear  a  message  similar  to  the  one  I  receive.  That  is,  you 
have  more  responsibility  and  less  money  to  deal  with  that  responsibility. 
There  are  no  easy  solutions  to  this  dilemma.  I  am  sure  that  you  must  look 
at  ewery   request  with  an  extremely  critical  eye.  Why  should  your  community 
support  local  mental  health  and  mental  retardation  services? 

There  are  several  ways  to  address  this  question.  One  direct  way  would 
be  to  ask  what  would  happen  without  the  services?  What  alternatives  would 
be  available  for  your  citizens  without  local  mental  health  and  mental  retarda- 
tion services?  There  would  be  very  few  alternatives  without  our  community 
services.  Private  providers  and  institutions  would  remain  available  for 
those  with  the  ability  to  pay  for  such  services.  The  only  other  alternative 
would  be  our  centrally  located  institutions  (New  Hampshire  Hospital  and 
Laconia  State  School).  Clearly  the  alternatives  are  limited.  We  continue 
to  be  a  viable  and  reasonable  alternative.  During  the  last  two  years  the 
request  for,  and  use  of,  our  services  has  continued  to  increase.  The  average 
number  of  open  cases  we  serve  each  month  (mental  health  and  mental  retardation) 
is  four  hundred.  Without  our  services,  the  needs  of  most  of  these  individuals 
would  not  be  met.  However,  I  suspect  that  the  problems  would  not  disappear. 
You  would  notice  an  increased  demand  on  police,  hospitals,  doctors,  clergy, 
educators,  and  other  caregivers.

Director's  Report 

This  last  fiscal  year  was  extremely  busy  for  White  Mountain  Mental  Health 
Center  and  T.E.M.P.O..  We  are  a  private,  non-profit,  organization 
providing  community  based  mental  health  and  developmental  services. 
Our  organization  is  governed  by  a  board  of  directors  who  are  elected 
from  the  communities  we  serve.  We  provide  service  to  twenty-two  towns 
in  northern  Grafton  and  southern  Coos  Counties.  Our  central  office 
is  located  in  Littleton;  however,  we  have  satellite  offices  in  Lincoln, 
Woodsville  and  Lancaster.  We  are  accredited  by  the  New  Hampshire  Division 
of  Mental  Health  and  Developmental  Services.   I  would  like  to  provide 
you  with  some  brief  examples  of  our  services  and  our  level  of  activity. 

The  mental  health  program  offers  a  comprehensive  array  of  psychiatric 
services.  The  services  include:  counseling,  case  management,  alcoholism 
services,  emergency  services,  evaluations  and  consultation  services. 
We  provided  5268  hours  of  counseling  during  this  past  year  (July  1, 
1981  to  June  30,  1982).  The  number  of  referrals  recorded  was  525.  Ad- 
ditionally, we  responded  to  600  requests  for  emergency  service.  This 
level  of  activity  represents  a  5%  increase  over  last  year. 

The  developmental  disabilites  program  (T.E.M.P.O.)  has  also  had  a  \/ery 
active  year.  The  services  offered  at  T.E.M.P.O.  include:  supervised 
work,  educational  services,  training  services  and  recreational  activities. 
T.E.M.P.O.  was  open  a  total  of  237  days  last  year.  The  average  number 
of  clients  served  per  day  was  25.  The  length  of  our  service  day  is 
six  hours.  We  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  we  paid  our  clients  $27,063 
for  the  work  they  performed  last  year.  T.E.M.P.O.  operates  two  vans 
which  transport  clients  to  and  from  the  workshop.  Last  year,  we  traveled 
over  28,000  miles  transporting  clients. 

The  mental  health  center  and  workshop  will  be  relocating  in  1983.  We 
have  purchased  a  building,  through  a  Small  Business  Administration  loan, 
large  enough  to  house  both  the  mental  health  center  and  T.E.M.P.O.. 
The  new  facility  is  located  in  Littleton.  I  feel  that  the  move  will 
be  beneficial  to  both  programs  and  clients.   It  will  permit  us  to  share 
resources  and  work  more  effectively  on  mutual  cases. 

The  goal  of  our  organization  is  to  assure  that  mental  health  and  developmental 
services  remain  available  at  the  local  level.  We  feel  that  local  services 
are  more  efficient,  effective  and  humane.  The  absence  of  sufficient 
funding  from  any  individual  source  makes  it  necessary  for  us  to  request 
community  support.  We  appreciate  your  past  generosity  and  ask  you  to 
help  us  continue  our  work.

The  ^.ode^ato^,  Wayne  Holden  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  10:00  A.^...  Selectman 
O'Brien  moved  to  wave  the  reading  of  the  Warrant  in  its  entirety.  Motion  vfas 
seconded  by  Paymond  Ghaput.  All  present  voted  in  favor.

(There 
were  there  were  thirty  proposed  changes.)  ^otion  Passed. 

Article  1  and  2  to  be  voted  on  during  the  day,  till  the  polls  close  at  6:00  P.K. 
on  the  official  ballot. 

Polls  were  declaxed  open.  Ballot  Clerks  for  the  day  included  Olga  Jordan,  Phyllis 
Ricardi,  Hyman  Goldberg,  and  Hilda  Wynn.  ^rs.  Wynn  was  taken  ill  in  the  afternoon 
and  Use  Hunninghaus  was  appointed  to  replace  her.  The  checklist  contained  3^ 
registered  voters,  and  a  total  of  19^  votes  were  cast.   Polls  closed  at  6:00  P.K. 

At  7O0  P.K.,  two  sets  of  counters  went  into  the  Library  and  the  Selectmens  t'.eeting 
room  to  finish  tallying  the  returns  of  the  Zoning  Amendments,  while  the  ^.oderato^ 
opened  the  evening  portion  of  the  meeting.  Custave  Olsen  acted  as  Assistant  Moder- 
ator to  oversee  the  ballot  counting. 

The  meeting  was  reconveined  with  the  salute  to  the  flag  and  the  introduction  of  the 
town  officers  at  the  head  table. 

As  the  first  order  of  business  the  Moderator  announced  the  results  of  Article  1.

165  votes.  For  Moderator,  Wayne  Holden,  Jr.  received  9^  votes  and  for  the  Supervisor 
of  the  Checklist,  Fred  E.  Brauns  received  I76  votes.

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining  fund  and  account 
group  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the  financial 
position  of  the  Town  of  Carroll,  New  Hampshire  at  December  31,  1982,  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the 
preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  combined 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  combining  fund  and  account 
group  financial  statements.   The  accompanying  financial  information  listed  as 
supplemental  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  is  presented  for  purposes  of 
additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  combined  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Carroll,  New  Hampshire.   The  information  has  been 
subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  combined, 
combining  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is 
fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  combined  financial 
statements  taken  as  a  whole.
